The present Invent ion(henceforth PI) is the conductive composition for carbon flexible 
heating structure and its manufacturing method. D1 describes the conductive silicon 
rubber composition incorporating carbon black. It has an improved cure rate, and gives 
a cured article with an increased crossi inlying density by a specific furnace black as 
the carbon black. 02 relates to a^ silicone rubber composition excellent in 
processability and a high conduct ivi ty. 03 is direated to a var i able-resistance rubber 
which can exhibit very, excel lent stability^ in the property of varying its electrical 
resistance according to the magnitude of the given deformation. 04 discloses a resm 
composition comprising a polyamide, a polyphenylene ether, an impact modifier, and a 
carbon type filler for an electrically conductive use, the filler residing m a. phase 
of the po I ypheny I ene ether. 



1. Novelty and inventive step 



None of the cited reference discloses the technical features of the carbon flexible 
heating structure reinforced by filling the conductive composit ion wi th short staples, 
e g glass fiber, carbon fiber and graphite fiber, or a fabric made of a woof and a 
wrap nevertheless each of the cited documents(01-04) includes a furnace black with an 
iodine adsorption of 50mg/g or lower and a DBF absorption of 200ml/100g or higher as 
the carbon black and silicon rubber in 01; conductive silicone rubber composition 
compounded with carbon black in 02; a rubber obtained by ^d^^'^^Q .^-^ ?*!^-^^; 
crossi inking agent C-3.to a conductive si I icons rubber containing carbon black m 03. a 
polyamide, a po I ypheny I ene ether, an impact modifier, and a carbon type filler in D4. 

PI Is distinguishable, in comparison with others(01-D4) . in the respect of filler such 
as short staples or a fabric described in claim 22-31. as well as wouldn t be obvious 

to the person skilled in the art to apply these features. ' 

Therefore, the subject matter of claim 22-31 in PI have not only the novelty required 

in PCT Article 33(2) but also the inventive step regulated in PCT Article 63(6),
